VATICAN CITY (NC) — On Oct. 16, 1978, the 
senior deacon of the College of Cardinals stepped onto the 
balcony of St. Peter’s Basilica and proclaimed to the 
expectant throng below: ‘‘I announce to you a great joy: 


We have a pope.”’ 


The man chosen was 58-year-old Cardinal Karol 
Wojtyla of Cracow, Poland, a relative unknown, who said 
he had ‘‘come from a far country.”’

(The first of five on-the-scane reports about the people 
of Northern Ireland, their past, their present and their 
future). 

BELFAST, N. Ireland — Ulster’s Catholics and 
Protestants, polarized by more than a decade of sectarian 
strife, voted Oct. 20 for the first time since Great Britain 
imposed direct rule on the province in an effort to end the 
often violent confrontations between the two 
communities. 


The election results were mixed. They were neither the 
smashing victory for the outlawed Provisional wing of the 
Irish Republican Army that Time magazine claimed they 
were, nor were they ‘“‘a vote for civil war’’ as a post- 
election analysis in the Los Angeles Times editorialized. 


ONLY ONE thing was absolutely certain: less than 
two-thirds of Northern Ireland’s voters, where 
Protestants outnumber Catholics by two-to-one, actually 
bothered to vote. Their apathy — or sense of resignation 
in face of the de facto civil war which has troubled the six 
northern counties of Ireland since 1969 — was summed 
up by one Belfast taxi driver: 


“*The politicians couldn’t even agree on the television, 
so what makes them think they’ll agree in the Assembly?”’ 
he asked. 


His attitude, undoubtedly shared by many, missed the 
whole point of holding the elections, however. When 
Great Britain, clearly having no other choice in the face of 
widespread sectarian warfare, relieved the old Protestant- 
dominated Assembly of all power 10 years ago, it created 
a political vacuum local politicians couldn’t fill. 


GIVEN ULSTER’S proclivity for passion instead of 
persuasion, and rhetoric instead of logic, the whole point 
of the elections was to provide a forum for the beginnings 


The answer would depend very much on who the 
scorekeeper was. 


It is an opinion shared by many who follow the pope 
closely that he is better liked by the rest of the world than 
he is by a good number of U.S. Catholics. 


‘““WHEN AMERICAN Catholics sit around and 
discuss religious issues, they speak often of celibacy, birth 
control, divorce, women priests. But to the rest of the 
world, there are two other religious issues far more 
important: hunger and the threat of nuclear war,’’ says 
one U.S. priest in Rome, a close watcher of Vatican 
affairs. 


Adds a U.S. layman: “If you’re starving or 
undernourished — and half of the world is — you don’t 
much care whether there will ever be women priests.”’ 


To much of the world, such observers feel, the pope is 
seen first of all as an advocate of the poor and the hungry 
and as a champion of peace and nuclear disarmament. 


MARKING WORLD Food Day this year, on Oct. 16, 
the pope pleaded that “‘the cry of the poor and the hungry 
be heard’’ and complained ‘‘that in the richer countries 
many people egotistically consume more of the fruits of 
nature, which God has given to all, than they share with 
others.’’ This is a theme which the pontiff has discussed 
dozens of times in talks at the Vatican and across the 
globe. 


Last May 30, against the dramatic backdrop of the 
ruins of England’s Coventry cathedral, which was leveled 
by bombs during World War II, the pope warned that 
“‘today, the scale and the horror of modern warfare — 
whether nuclear or not — makes it totally unacceptable as 
a means of settling differences between nations.”’ 


‘‘War should belong to the tragic past, to history,’’ the 
pontiff added. ‘‘It should find no place on humanity’s 
agenda for the future.”’ 


LAST NOVEMBER, as the United States and the 
Soviet Union were preparing for arms limitation talks, 
the pope dispatched to Washington and Moscow a 
delegation of experts from the Pontifical Academy of 
Sciences to present academy findings to both 
governments about the horrors of a nuclear war. 


Such a move, coupled with the pope’s efforts as 
mediator in the territorial dispute between Argentina and 
Chile and his traveling to Great Britain and Argentina in 
May and June during the time of the Falkland Islands 
war, indicate the increasingly active role this pope has

The five Assembly seats won by the Sinn Fein, the 
political wing of the IRA’s guerrilla campaign to bomb 
mostly Protestant Northern Ireland into the 
overwhelmingly Catholic Republic of Ireland to the 
south, was seen by many, both here and abroad, as the 
Catholic minority’s endorsement of the terror carried out 
in its name. 


In the election aftermath, Gerry Adams, the Sinn Fein 
leader elected to the Assembly, vowed that the ‘‘IRA will 
continue to resist the British presence.’’ It did just that, 
escalating the ‘‘tit-for-tat’’ murder of Protestants, which 
was reciprocated by the other side. 

THE 47 SEATS won by the two main Unionist parties 
(the equally militant Democratic Unionist Party of the 
Rev. Ian Paisley, and the more moderate Official 
Unionist Party led by James Molyneaux) plus another 


~ two independent Unionist seats, assured the Protestants 


a working majority in the new Assembly, one which is 
determined at all costs to keep Northern Ireland within 
the United Kingdom. 


The Unionist majority in the new Assembly, expected 
to meet sometime this month, was enhanced by the 
refusal of the mainly Catholic Social Democratic and 
Labor Party to take the 14 seats it won. SDLP leader John 
Hume said the new Stormont Assembly was ‘‘dead as a 
dodo,’’ leaving only the Catholic-Protestant Alliance 
Party in the center and creating a political imbalance 
which left the Catholic minority out of the political 
process through its own choice.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A resolution criticizing 
President Reagan’s economic program will be among the 
items to be considered by the U.S. bishops when they 
gather in Washington Nov. 15-18 for their annual 
meeting. 

Though most attention probably will be focused on the 
bishops’ proposed statement on war and peace, the 
bishops will be voting on several other matters, including 
a 1983 budget for their Washington offices. 


THE WAR AND peace statement, to be issued as a 
pastoral letter by the bishops, is not expected to come to a 
vote at the meeting. Instead, the bishops plan merely to 
discuss the second draft of the letter with an eye toward 
approving a final version sometime next year. 


The meeting agenda also includes several liturgy- 
related items. The bishops will be asked to approve a new 
book for priests containing liturgical norms for the 
pastoral care of the sick as well as a new common 
lectionary for both Catholic and Protestant liturgies on an 
experimental basis. 


The proposed resolution criticizing current economic 
policy does not mention the Reagan administration by 
name. But it argues that government ‘‘has a fundamental 
responsibility to act’’ to meet human needs in times of 


economic crisis.

MISSING — Pope John Paul II 
voiced his grave concern Oct. 31 over an 
archbishop, five nuns and a group of 
catechists believed kidnapped in Angola. 
Missing since Oct. 18 are Archbishop 
Alexandre do Nascimento of Lubango, 
57, five Sisters of the Most Holy Savior 
and the catechists, who were all at a 
remote mission station. A_ guerrilla 
organization opposed to Angola’s 
Marxist government, the National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola, is 
trying to contact the Vatican to arrange 
for their release, claiming the abduction 
was an accident in the face of government 
troops who often masquerade as Red 
Cross workers. 


LEAVE — Bishop Mario Rios Mont, 
brother of Guatemala’s military ruler, has 
been given an indefinite leave of absence 
by the Vatican from his post as head of 
the Prelature of Escuintla, Guatemala. 
Speculation in Guatemala is that the 
bishop, a critic of the human rights 
situation under the military government, 
had been receiving death threats. His 
brother, Gen. Efrain Rios Montt, a born- 
again Christian, came to power last 
march in a coup that overthrew Gen. 
Romeo Lucas Garcia. The brothers spell 
their family name differently because of 
an error in baptismal records.

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OAKLAND, Calif. (NC) — Strongly 
criticizing the policy of a local hospital 
that allows abortions into the 28th week of 
pregnancy, The Catholic Voice, 
newspaper of the Oakland Diocese, has 
suspended the hospital’s advertising 
schedule. 


An editorial in the Oct. 25 issue of the 
paper praised the health care provided by 
Alta Bates Hopsital in Berkeley, Calif., 
but said the hospital’s abortion policy 
“flies in the face’ of the concept that 
human life is a ‘‘precious gift of God.”’ 


THE DECISION to drop the 
hospital’s advertising was done ‘‘firmly 
and for clear reasons,’’ said the editorial, 
“but at the same time with reluctance and 
regret.”’ 


The editorial by Dan Morris, editor of 
The Catholic Voice, continued: 


“We feel that accepting Alta Bates 
advertising could be doing two things: 
diverting resources to a facility that 
promotes taking innocent life; leave the

MORRIS SAID Alta Bates’ recent 
advertising in the paper amounted to 
about $1,000 a month. He said letters and 
phone calls to the weekly, which has a 
circulation of 88,000, have been very 
critical of its acceptance of the 
advertising. 


“‘We sincerely hope,’’ the editorial 
said, ‘‘this decision will not feed into the 
mentality of one-issue pro-life zealots, nor 
give comfort to anti-abortion zealots who 
feel the best way to combat the agonizing 
public acceptance of abortion is to heap 
hate on anyone they brand as_pro- 
abortion.”’ 


Alta Bates’ abortion guidelines state 
that hospital personnel are not required to 
take part in such procedures. Nurses and 
others have taken issue recently with the 
hospital’s abortion policy.

FATHER CAMPBELL thanked the 
women for accepting Vatican II’s call for 
an involved laity, and then heralded them 
for their response to Pope John Paul II’s 
appeal for strong interest in vocations. 


Bishop Maher described the work one 
auxiliary Sister is doing in a Tijuana 
prison, and outlined the need to help 
young runaways in downtown San Diego.

Schools get a boost in La Jolla, 
Mira Mesa and at San Luis Rey

MIRA MESA — Ona playfield swept 
by a Santa Ana wind recently, a group of 
men toiled at leveling the ground at their 
new Catholic elementary school. 


A daughter of one of the volunteer 
workers provided refreshments — for a 
price. She then turned the proceeds over 
to the principal of Good Shepherd 
Catholic School here. 


THE MEN and the girl are good 
examples of the high regard some people 
have for Catholic education. The Good 
Shepherd school is one of several new 
educational programs in the diocese, and 
following is a look at three of them. 


Good Shepherd Catholic School 
opened in September with 85 students in 
grades 1 through 3. ‘‘We’re planning to 
add a grade a year until we have K 
through eight,’’ Father Eamonn Lyng, 
pastor of Good Shepherd Catholic 
Church, said. 


Fundraisers, including auctions, coffee 
and doughnut sales and 50-50 drawings, 
helped bring in the $25,000 needed to 
open the three grades. (Schoolrooms did 
not have to be built because the parish 
already had several classrooms for a 
1,200-student CCD program.) 


HOWEVER, STORAGE space had to 
be converted into offices. Much of the 
work was donated by a boosters group 
now called the Good Shepherd School 
Support Group. 


It was formed two years ago by people 
who thought growing Mira Mesa needed 
a Catholic elementary school. “They 
must have really believed in Catholic 
education to devote this effort,’? Mercy 
Sister Bernardine Morrisroe, principal, 
said of the group. 

“They were building on promises for a 
long time,’’ Father Lyng said. Now that 
they have an actual school to work with, 


the need for their enthusiasm is still great, 
he added. 


THE SCHOOL ‘‘can’t be a drain on 
the parish,’’ the pastor said. It was built 
on Bishop Maher’s condition that it be 
self-supporting, Father Lyng noted. 


The few weeks of operation of the 
school have already netted some results. 
“Christian values’’ are being taught in 
the one-hour religion class, and 
“*Religion flows through the whole hour. 
We try and live it out the rest of the day,”’ 
Sister Bernardine said. 


Enthusiasm for Catholic education is 
also apparent in Oceanside, where 
boosters moved two landslide-damaged 
houses to the Old Mission Montessori 
School. (The school joined the San Diego 
diocesan system this year.) 


THE GROUP then worked weekends 
and evenings for over a year to mold the 
donated mirror-image homes into one 
structure that now serves as a 
schoolhouse. 


The new schoolhouse, which opened 
this September, is next to and is part of 
the parish at Mission San Luis Rey. 


The structure was needed to facilitate 
expansion from a pre-school to an 
elementary school. ‘‘As the children grew 
the parents didn’t want to take them out 
of the Montessori-type learning,’’ said 
principal Mary Katherine Dum, a Sister 
of Charity of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 


THE MONTESSORI method, which 
gained popularity in the United States in 
the last decade, allows a child to progress 
at his own rate. A Montessori classroom 
is filled. with bright objects that are at the 
students’ disposal. 


It is oriented to the senses. For 
instance, a student might learn about 
mathematics by counting beads or 
geography by fitting wooden cut-outs of 
states into a form of the United States. 

The children aren’t in grades, but are 
placed in loose groups according to their 
ages. The Old Mission school now 
accepts children up to 12 years. 9s!) 5:

he school ‘‘grew and grew and grew’’ 
since its formation in 1976. It takes more 
than two years to get to the top of the 
admissions waiting list, the principal said. 

Often parents will put an infant on the 
waiting list, hoping there will be an open 
slot for him when he reaches pre-school 
age. 

THE SCHOOL is supported through 
tuition and fund-raising. Its biggest 
money-raising function is the arts and 
crafts fair that netted $2,000 the first year 
it was held. Last year it raised $22,000. 


Fundraisers and construction work 
have ‘“‘brought a lot of young families 
together,’’ Franciscan Father Martin 
McKeon, pastor of San Luis Rey parish, 
said. ‘“The example they’ve shown to the 
community. (of Oceanside) has been 
great. There aren’t many schools that 
have been built by the parents.’’ 


All Hallows Academy, La Jolla, has a 
new kindergarten this year. The 24-child 
class is full and the Academy already has a 
waiting list for it. 

THE NEW gerade is expected to be a 
good ‘‘feeder’’ into the primary school, 
Dominican Sister Kathleen Clausen, the 
principal, said. Most students do not 
jump from one school to another, Sister 
Kathleen noted. Rather, kindergarteners 
tend to be ‘‘fed’’ into the first grade of the 
school they are attending. 


The first grade teacher has found her 
students at ‘‘various readiness levels’? 
because they were taught at different 
kindergartens. The new class, it is hoped, 
will even things out. 


Other new programs at All Hallows 
include a computer lab equipped with 
three Apple II computers, Spanish classes 
for grades one through eight and a gifted 
program where aides tutor small groups 
of students.

There is room for all gifts in Church 


Each part of life can tell us something about the big 
picture. Even something as small as a cell can shed light 
upon the meaning of life. 


We know there are three different actions taking place in 
the life of a cell: 

¢ Memory — this function is interested in maintaining 
continuity with the past. 


© Functioning efficiently in the here and now — 
‘something tells the cell how to do its job smoothly and 
effectively. 


¢ Tendency—to-took towards future adaptations. All 
currently existing life forms have had to make many 
changes over the last five billion years in order to be alive 
today. 


Since the Body of Christ is a living organism, there are 
individuals who correspond to each of these three 
tendencies of a human cell. 


There are, first.of all, some individuals who seem to 
specialize in embodying the wisdom of the past. This part 
of the Church is important since religious delusions are 
always just around the corner on our spiritual journey. 

Traditional individuals keep us rooted in reality and help 
us avoid the tendency for each generation to reinvent the 
wheel. 


Without the presence of traditional types, we could very 


easily go off the deep end and further splinter the Body of 
Christ. : 


There are other members of the Body who have the gift 
of getting things done in the real world. These are the 
movers and shakers who pay the bills, execute programs, 
and make the Church’s presence credible to the 
community at large. 


In addition, there are others who have been gifted with. 


the ability to see further possibilities. These are the 
visionaries who say — like George Bernard Shaw — 
“Some see things as they are and say why, I dream things 
as they never were and say why not.”’ 


For a cell to be vital, all three tendencies must be there: 
contact with the past, healthy functioning in the. present, 
and openness to adaptation in the future. 


For the Body of Christ to be vital, we need all three types 
of individuals, too. 


Unfortunately, rather than recognizing and affirming 
the various gifts, there has been a tendency towards 
polarization in the Church. Individuals have presented our 
choices as either-or rather than both-and. 


We have all suffered a bit, as a result. 


Obviously, those with the gift of keeping us in contact 
with our spiritual roots have played a dominant role in the 
recent life of the Church. 


But it seems time to start utilizing the tremendous talents 
of those who have the ability to make the Church more 
credible today. We have the resources to set the world on 
fire with the life of the Spirit, if we would use the gifts that 
the Church already has. 


And — of course — it is important to recognize the 
prophets among us. Prophets always make us 
uncomfortable but, without them, the Church would fast 
become just an ancient relic of the past. 


In short, we have room for all types in the Church. 


A cell absolutely needs contact with the past, effective 
functioning in the present, and adaptation to the future — 
the Church needs no less.

‘A strong doctrinal basis’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has said that the 
Church most clearly shows its pastoral concern when it maintains 
its strong doctrinal basis. The pontiff referred with affection to 
Pope John XXIII, whose anniversary of election to the papacy 
had been marked on the previous day, Oct. 28. 


‘‘His heart was with the poor, the destitute, those in trouble, 
affliction, suffering or sin,’’ said Pope John Paul of the man who 
guided the Church from 1958 until 1963. 


The pope quoted the words which Pope John had used in 
opening the Second Vatican Council in 1962: ‘‘The greatest 
concern of the ecumenical council is this: that the sacred deposit 
of Christian doctrine should be more effectively guarded and 
taught.”’ 


“Every genuine pastoral initiative needs a strong doctrinal 
basis,’’ said Pope John Paul to the English bishops, “precisely 
because there can be no dichotomy between God’s word and 
man’s true well-being and happiness.’’ 


“If it is true — and it is — that our pastoral solicitude must 
embrace our people in all their needs, it is also true that our 
greatest contribution to them is the proclamation of God’s word. 
in all its fullness and power,” the pope remarked. 


“As we. transmit the word of God with pastoral fidelity, the 
world will often rebel, it may accuse us of intransigence or 
irrelevance,’’ said the pontiff. ‘‘But our criterion remains fidelity 
to Christ’s word, which, in turn, is synonymous with the true 
welfare of our brothers and sisters.’’ 


“Jesus himself gently challenges us, saying trust me, trust my 
word, trust the power of my word to attract_hearts, to convince 
consciences, to dissipate doubts, to soothe pain, trust the truth of

The ‘Incarnate Word’ 


The Gospel of John begins with the same words as the Book of 
Genesis. Unlike Genesis, however, which begins with the story of 
creation — ‘‘In the beginning God created the heavens and 
earth...,’” — the Gospel of John -begias by describing the 
situation before creation: ‘‘In the beginning was the Word; the 
Word was in God’s presence, and the Word was God.’’ (John 
1:1) The Gospel writer states that through this Divine Word all 
things came to be and then, at a certain point in history, ‘‘the 
Word became flesh and dwelled among us.”’ 


The Word-Made-Flesh, this Word Incarnate, is Jesus. Just as 
the ‘‘Cosmic Word’ and the ‘Inspired Word”’ speak to us of the 
Divine so Jesus reveals Divinity with even greater eloquence and 
clarity. Jesus does this by what He says, by what He does and, 
even more so, by what He is. 


What is He? St. Paul calls Jesus ‘‘the visible likeness of the 
invisible God.’’ Jesus Himself said, ‘‘Whoever sees me, sees the 
Father.’’ Jesus is Divinity enfleshed — God revealed in human 
form. He shows infinite patience, compassion and forgiveness to 
those who sincerely seek. Requesting only faith in Himself, He is 
constantly healing and forgiving.

Jesus invites; He 
does not force anyone. He allows each one to be as open or as 
closed as one wishes to be. 


Each of us experiences Jesus in our own unique and personal 
way. Through a sharing of those experiences we are enriched and 
an even greater understanding of the Deity results, making the 
Incomprehensible a little more comprehensible for all. 


Jesus confirms the revelation of the Old Covenant that the 
Deity of Scripture is a ‘‘Deity of Intimacy,’’ creating each in the 
Divine image, breathing into each the very ‘‘breath’’ of divine 
life and relating to each as friend.

Our human freedom to disagree 


“Tf we could read the secret history of our enemies, 
we should find in each man’s life enough sorrow and 
suffering to disarm all hostility. ”’ 
Longfellow 


Why is it so hard to agree to differ without attempting 
to denigrate one another? What arrogance is there in us 
that allows us to strike out at people of differing points of 
view in anger — in many ways — and find ourselves 
justified? Perhaps if we consider ourselves enemies such 
action is more understandable, although not defensible. 
But if we are friends, is it really worth destroying that 
friendship because we may stand on opposing sides of an 
issue? 

Charity calls us to be open and friendly to others but it 
does not call us to condone or agree with what they might 
do if it is contrary to what we feel and believe. It does ask 


us to respect their opinions and expect them to respect 


ours. If friends, families or communities are riven by 
dissension and violent angers and hatreds surface, the 
problem is seldom the issue involved so much as the 
defensiveness and unforgivingness of the people 
concerned. 


BENEATH THE surface of most such destructive 
emotions lurks an egocentric child who cannot bear to be 
thwarted in any way and is driven to punish those who do 
thwart them. Many of us who are adult in years still

manifest the unreasonable, destructive angers of 
childhood because ‘‘growing up’’ has not brought us into 
touch with the feelings that underlie our reactions. 


Sometimes, of course, there is the additional factor of a 
sense of guilt and that, perhaps, is the hardest to 
overcome. It has been said that one’s worst enemies are 
not those to whom we have done evil, but who have done 
evil to us, and the best friends, not those to whom we have 
done good, but who have done good to us. The harm we 
do to another always inflicts harm upon ourselves, 
warping us, making us less than we know we are meant to 


When we act without the will to hurt and offer 
friendship and forgiveness, even in the face of rejection, 
we benefit ourselves deeply in that we reinforce what is 
positive and good in us. Christ did not live His life 
without conflict, without being at odds with those for 
whom He gave His life. He was not infrequently engaged 
in heated argument and somewhat given to extravagant 
remarks — I doubt the Pharisees were charmed to be 
called whited sepulchres full of dead men’s bones — but 
always with forgiveness in His heart, always with love to 
offer. 


The vindictiveness that followed Him and eventually 
destroyed His human life was ugly, as malice always is, 


Electronic games 


It is no secret that Americans have become electronic 
games-happy. In fact, the mania is moving across the 
world. One factor appears notable: priests who are leery 
of inviting their people to increase their contributions 
should be aware that some of the young sons in that 
family are spending $5 to $10 a day as they enter the 
game arcades to test their skills. 


But then, priests might think of other innovative ways 
to use such machines. Install a few in the parish hall and 
then allow an hour or two of play before or after the CCD 
class. Feature the games for Holy Name fund-raising 
‘events. It is probably certain that a few of these skill- 
testers will show up at summer bazaars and festivals. In 
addition, the market can be expanded for specialized 
groups. Game manufacturers could consider usages for 
church institutions.

You 
shouldn’t be surprised at how many might show up for 
that game. One problem might be that you should have 
two varieties: one for conservative and the other for 
liberal Catholics, each of whom considers the other as 
heretics.

with a chance to derive some satisfaction otherwise denied 
to them. It might be called ‘‘Paying the Bills.’’ Each dot 
would represent some variation of a threat to the parish 
treasury: paying the electricity, diocesan quota, fixing the 
roof. The one who plays the game would only have a 
certain amount of minutes to gobble up each of the debts. 
This harmless diversion could provide some satisfaction 
in fantasy. It might even cheer the priest enough to go 
back and try again after next Sunday’s collection. 


Only the limits of imagination set the bounaries here: 
think of possible CCD games. Different dots could 
represent various items from the past. These could be the 
“Fruits of the Holy Ghost,’’ the Twelve (or more) 
Apostles, the Corporal and Spiritual Works of Mercy, all 
the Ecumenical Councils of the Church (not in sequence). 
Each player would be asked to recognize to which 
category each one belongs, and proceed to catch it before 
it gets away. The task would be to collect it with others in 
the same category. This may be more difficult to play for 
those who had CCD in the late 60’s and early 70’s 
because such items were not part of the training, but it’s 
only a game. 

FOR YOUNGER ecclesiastical students there might be 
a game called ‘“‘Making It Up the Ladder.’’ They would 
have a certain amount of time allotted for each player to

It is much easier to overcome 
opposition than to overcome our own unloving reactions 
and we sorely need to call upon His help to accomplish 
this. 


It is impossible to live in peace in this world without 
respecting other people’s emotional and spiritual space. 
We must allow others to be what they are and not demand 
that they become what we would prefer them to be or 
insist that they adhere to the path we choose to walk. 
When we attempt to force another person to our way, we 
deny him or her the God-given right of individuality and 
conscience. 


move from internship training to the deacon program, 
then the first, second or third assignment, through 
parishes of varying sizes and increasing problems until he 
reaches, ‘‘Whamo, the TOP.”’ (Which, however, should 
be left unspecified for each one may have a different 
version of the ‘“TOP.’’) 


Yes, the phenomenon can be viewed as frittering away 
valuable time, a view held by those who revert to the 
Puritan values (only the things that uplift the mind and 
spirit and teach industrious habits are worthy of our 
young). We would be willing to bet as of this moment 
somewhere in a parish in America a priest has already 
purchased one of these electronic wonders to place in his 
parish hall, lyceum or gymnasium s0 as to derive profit in 
the endless necessity of meeting expenses. 


This fever will most probably run its course. When this 
happens, these adult toys will be adapted to meet new 
needs. Electronic games are a phenomenon in an age 
where moderns need entertaining sources outside 


themselves. How sad that we have forgotten that humans ° 


can create the best entertainment for themselves and for 
others. This happens when they are aware of their gifts 
and seek to pass away recreational and idle moments in 
sharing one another. Humans are much more interesting 
than machines — any day. 


Responsible parenthood 


The task of the family is not only to increase and 
multiply, but to improve the lives of the family: i.e., in 
transmitting human life, there must be multiple capacities 
and responsibilities in evidence. 


Gen. 1:28 teaches us to ‘‘Be fruitful and multipy’’: i.e., 
childbearing is a blessing of God. Traditionally for many 
Catholics, this fact has been translated that a large 
number of children (a large family) is a blessing. 


RESPONSIBLE PARENTHOOD, however, must 
always and in every case interpret Gen. 1:28: 
responsibility in this regard means accepting children 
lovingly, raising and educating them with dignity. 

In addition, however, it also means a realistic 
awareness that responsible parenthood is now challenged 
by social and economic factors (e.g., poor housing, unjust 
distribution of the world’s resources). 


Responsible parenthood should create in a couple a 
consciousness of their responsibility to dialogue: that 
family planning, as accepted by the Church, needs 
conversation first of all between husband and wife; but 
also between family and neighbors, family and pastors; 
and lastly a dialogue in a family’s socio-economic context. 

WHAT IS the impact of these two points? The Church 
needs to make clear what the great vision of Christian 
family life is, and should help the whole world to see that 


childbearing is a blessing of God. 


The vision sustains certains presuppositions. These 
must also be seen in order to properly appreciate the 
impact of the vision. 


One is an honest realization that there are different 
family planning methods, such as the traditional spacing 
method, as well as natural family planning methods, such 
as Billings, and also the use of contraceptive drugs and 
devices. 


THE CHURCH takes a strong stance against the use 
of drugs and contraceptive devices as proper means of 
encouraging responsible parenthood (as explained in 
Humanae Vitae, 10 and 14). The reason for this stance 
leads us to the next point. 


It is necessary to appreciate various historical changes 
on this subject over a long period of time. For example, 
St. Augustine taught that a couple must have a positive 
intention to procreate in every conjugal act: i.e., the only 
legitimate motivation for conjugal relations was the 
positive intent to procreate. 


In 1248, however, St. Albert the Great, as a further 
example, taught that conjugal relations have another 
function than simple procreation: i.e., the need for 
marital affection. 


IN 1930, PIUS XI taught in Casti Connubii that a 
couple can intend such hopes as mutual help and the 
fostering of reciprocal love, as long as the procreative 


-blessing is safeguarded. 


In 1968, Paul VI taught in Humane Vitae that conjugal 
love is a “‘very special form of personal friendship”’ (9) 
which sustains two essential meanings, the unity and love 
of the couple and God’s blessing of childbearing. 


In other words, our tradition on this subject bears a 
singular call to always guard the well-being of human 
sexuality. The Church has consistently pleaded for life. 
And such is the impact of the vision that the conjugal act 
must be fully human, total, exclusive and open to new 
life. 


THIS IS PRECISELY why the Church disapproves of 
artificial means of birth control as truly fostering 
responsible parenthood. In artificial means, the conjugal 
act as well as the conjugal intention are not open to new 
life. With natural means of birth regulation, both the act 
and the marital intention are open to new life, in that 
there is no limitation or destruction of the human link 
between conjugal life as procreative and conjugal love as 
unitive. 


As Gaudium et Spes teaches, parents are “‘cooperators 
with the love of God the Creator and are.. .interpreters of 
that love’’(50).

taken to become an architect of peace. 


There are few who believe that the pope is likely to 
change his opinion on theological issues: moral questions 
such as birth control and divorce; the issue of women 
priests; or such disciplinary questions as priestly celibacy. 
Even on matters such as clerical dress, the pope has opted 
strongly for the traditional, most recently in a September 
letter to Rome’s vicar, Cardinal Ugo Poletti, asking him 
to restate the need for priests in Rome to wear a clerical 
suit or cassock as a model to the rest of the world. 


SOME PEOPLE argue that Pope John Paul’s 
traditional leanings in morality and discipline stem from 
his Polish background and the need of the Polish church 
to remain united for its own security during the Nazi 
occupation of World War II and under the subsequent 
communist government. According to this theory, unity 
consists of the hierarchy ruling over an obedient laity. 


Others discount the ‘‘Polishness theory.’’ 


“To say that the pope’s positions and-his practices 
come from Poland is simplistic,’’ says one priest, ‘‘and it 
is often a rationalization by someone with a pre-formed 
agenda. The pope takesthe positions he does because he 
feels that they are the theologically correct ones and 
because he feels that, today more than ever, the Church 
must be a countercultural witness.”’ 


STUDENTS OF the pope’s speeches point to a 
difference in tone in those which he gave during his trip to 
Britain. There were no doctrinal changes, and none were 
expected, but there was a shift in emphasis. Birth control, 
for example, was mentioned only once, and that in the 
context of a ‘‘contraceptive mentality.’’ The talks seemed 
more pastoral, positive, scriptural. There was much 
attention to local situations and to the glorification of local 
saints. 


What happened in Britain was that the pope farmed out 
the preliminary drafts of his speeches to English Cardinal 
George Basil Hume of Westminster and a team selected 
by the cardinal. The pope redrafted them so that the style 
was his own, but their basic orientation and the decision 
to gear them around the seven sacraments belonged to the 
British hierarchy. 


This, along with the fact that the pope entrusted the 
fundamental decision on whether to go to Britain at all 
during the Falklands war to a group of British and Latin 
American bishops, indicates that the present pontiff may 
be opening his style to an expanded use of collegiality. It 
also signaled his belief, outlined later in speeches in 
Argentina, that Catholics in warring countries should be 
bridges of reconciliation between their nations based upon 
their universal citizenship in the Church. 


ONE OF THE questions which remain is whether the 
pontiff's program for future foreign trips will include 
“listening sessions,’ particularly with the laity. The 
absence of any real input from the people he visits, apart 
from meeting with the nation’s bishops previous to and 
during the trips, has been a criticism of the style of the 
pope’s frequent journeys. 

What is unquestioned is the impact of Pope John Paul 
as a world leader. 

“‘He’s the only world leader, people feel, who has no 
ulterior motive. Also, he’s always for the little man, the 
person society is constantly stepping on,’’ said a U.S. 
priest living in Rome. 

AT THE SAME time, the pope has not avoided 
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controversial actions as a world leader. 


THE PONTIFF risked the sharp criticism of Jews, 
including Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin, to 
meet Yasser Arafat, head of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, at the Vatican in mid-September. Jewish 
leaders criticized the meeting, saying it gave respectability 
to a man who uses terrorist tactics, although at the 
meeting the pope urged the PLO leader to abandon 
violence and to recognize Israel’s existence as a state. 


In June, in the midst of Israel’s invasion of Lebanon, 
the pope offered to go to Lebanon if it would help the 
cause of peace. 


Pope John Paul II seems intent on carrying out what 
his Oct. 22, 1978, ‘‘inaugural address’’ proclaimed as his 
mission: ‘“‘To open to the saving power of Christ the 
boundaries of states, economic and political systems, the 
vast fields of culture, of civilzation, of development.’’ 


FROM EARLY May to mid-June of this year he 
logged 25,000 air miles — the equivalent of an around- 
the-world flight — in pursuit of that goal. The question 
often raised is how long the 62-year old pontiff’s health 
can take such a grueling routine. 


The answers vary. Everyone agrees that his recovery 
from the bullet wounds he suffered on May 13, 1981, was

a remarkable one. His doctors have said that many men 
would probably not have made it, but that the pope ‘‘had 
the body of a boy.”’ 


But since mid-September he has appeared more tired 
and drawn, hunched over in his seat as he performs what 
seems to be the chore of reading his speeches. 


SOME PEOPLE speak of a ‘‘Baltic gloom’’ which 


_ they say has overtaken the pontiff because of his 


preoccupation with problems in his Polish homeland. 


- The pope has given no indication that he wants to slow 
down. He has said that he was saved from death by a 
miracle, and this seems to have given a greater urgency to 
his mission. It’s as if he now realizes more than ever the 
precariousness of life, and feels that he must preach his 
message to as many people as possible before his time 
runs out. 


On the papal flight to Rome from Africa last February 
the pope was asked whether his vulnerability, as 


evidenced by the shooting in St. Peter’s Square, would - 


change his style and limit his foreign trips. 


THE POPE smiled impishly, then said: ‘‘My advisers 
are worried, and they have cautioned me. But a doctor 
must visit the sick, and I must visit my people.”’ 


U.S. Bishops to meet; key votes are slated

THE RESOLUTION calls on ‘‘our nation’s leaders to 
reject policies which would attempt to solve America’s 
economic ills at the expense of the poor and the 
unemployed.”’ Solutions to the current problems, it adds, 
should ‘‘unite us as a nation rather than make our citizens 
more unequal.”’ 


In addition to the statements on war and peace and the 
economy, the bishops also will be asked to approve the 
preparation of three more statements to be voted on one 
year from now. The subjects of the three statements are: 


¢ Prayer and worship. The bishops’ Committee on 
the Liturgy wants to prepare a statement marking the 
20th anniversary of the Second Vatican Council’s 
Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy. 


¢ Hispanic ministry. The bishops’ Ad Hoc 
Committee for Hispanic Affairs, headed by Archbishop 
Robert F. Sanchez of Santa Fe, N.M., is proposing to 
write a statement for approval next November which 
would ‘recognize the complexities of Hispanic ministry 
and guide the efforts of Hispanic ministers over the next 
few years. 


¢ Campus ministry. The bishops’ Committee on 
Education is proposing a pastoral letter on campus 
ministry as an outgrowth of a 1980 pastoral on higher 
education. 


The budget to be considered by the bishops calls for 
$22.7 million in expenditures in 1983 for both the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops and its public 
policy arm, the U.S. Catholic Conference. The current 
budget is $21.5 million. 


A MAJOR ISSUE in the budget is likely to be a 
proposal to increase the annual assessment on the nation’s 
dioceses for support of NCCB-USCC programs. 


Currently, dioceses are assessed 10 cents per Catholic, 
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meaning that a diocese with 200,000 Catholics would be 
“‘taxed’’ $20,000 annually. The new budget, though, 
calls for an assessment of 12.3 cents, a 23 percent 
increase. 


The last time the assessment was raised — from eight 
cents to 10 cents per Catholic in 1979 — several bishops 
said their dioceses could not afford the higher costs, But 
Archbishop Edmund C. Szoka of Detroit, NCCB-USCC 
treasurer, said in a report to the bishops that the higher 
assessment is needed to end a recent practice of drawing 
from investment income to meet general expenses. 


THE ASSESSMENT raises only about a fourth of the 
revenue needed to cover the NCCB-USCC budget. The 
other three-fourths conies from sources such as grants 
from outside organizations, service fees and revenues 
generated by sales of NCCB-USCC publications. 


The new book of liturgical norms for the pastoral care 
of the sick, if approved, will replace an interim manual in 
use since 1973.

The new common lectionary, meanwhile, was 
developed by the North American Consultation on 
Common Texts, which was established after Vatican II to 
prepare common liturgical texts for use among Christian 
churches of the United States and Canada. 

A LECTIONARY is the compilation of scriptural 
readings and psalm responses used in the Mass. 

According to a report sent to the bishops, the new 
common lectionary is an adaptation of the Roman 
Lectionary currently in use in Catholic churches. The 
report notes that several other Christian churches have 
been using their own adaptation of the Roman Lectionary 
in their liturgical celebrations.

' Monsignor (Fox) is a Lush Catholic 
Romance, the like of which the screen has 
not seen since Otto Preminger’s ham- 
fisted adaptation of The Cardinal some 20 
years ago. Lush Catholic Romances are 
distinguished by an aromatic blend of the 
highest regard for Catholic externals with 
a numbing lack of perception as to what 
the church is really all about. 


It opens with the ordination of Father 
John Flaherty (Christopher Reeve) at the 
beginning of World War II. And since 
Lush Catholic Romances dote upon 
Roman liturgy and pageantry (that’s why 
LCRs are never set in the present), the 
very next scene is a wedding, at which the 
new priest presides over the marriage of 
Varese (Joe Cortese), an old buddy from 
the neighborhood, who has never done an 
honest day’s work in his life and has 
married into a family with Mafia 
connections to make sure that he never 
has to. 


THE RECEPTION scene that follows 
ends on a lighthearted note with Father 
Flaherty, his fingers still moist with the 
chrism of ordination (to use a consecrated 
expression) jitterbugging with an old 
girlfriend as everybody, including the 
apostolic delegate, looks on benevolently. 
It seems that all that director Frank 
Perry, producer Frank Yablans and 
writer Abraham Polonsky know about 
what was permissible at an_ Italian 
wedding in the 40s must have been 
gleaned from The Godfather. 


Next we’re in the thick of combat in 
Italy, and Father Flaherty, stricken by a 
dark night of the soul that takes up 40 
seconds of screen time — How could you 
let this brave, wisecracking Richard 
Conte-like GI die, O God, just because he 
got shot through the head? — yields to thx 
temptation to take things into his own 
hands and mows down a platoon or so of 
advancing Germans. 


The Vatican, it turns out, likes a man 
with that kind of get-up-and-go, and, 


_besides, Father Flaherty has a graduate 


degree in finance — though he seems to 
have earned it while cutting his moral 
theology classes. And so Father Flaherty 
finds himself as right-hand man and chief 
adviser on ‘all things financial to no less a 
personage than Cardinal Santoni 
(Fernando Rey), papal secretary of state. 


OLD-BUDDY-from-the- 
neighborhood Varese soon turns up with 
bogus medals and a thriving black market 
operation, both of which he owes to his 
choice of in-laws. Reversing Othello, 


Varese has loved wisely but not too well. 


Now it so happens that just at this 
juncture the Holy See is suffering from a 
severe financial crunch, and so, before 
you can say the-end-justifies-the-means, 
Father Flaherty has persuaded Cardinal 
Santoni to make him head of the Vatican 
commissary and let him go into business 
with Varese. The cash flow problem eases 
at once, and Father Flaherty becomes a 
monsignor. 


After the War ends, the monsignor, 
thinking really big now, has Varese 
introduce him to Appolini, a Mafia Don 
(Jason Miller) with millions to throw 
around. Father Flaherty quickly sells him 
on the virtues of Vatican Detergent, the 
best product on the market for laundering 
money. Years go by, and everything is 
working sweetly unto good for those who 
love the Lord, when old buddy Varese’s 
greed gives a hostile cardinal, a rival of 
Father Flaherty’s mentor, an opportunity 
to blow the whistle on the operation. 


IN THE midst of all this fiscal activity 
Father Flaherty finds time to carry on an 
ill-fated love affair with a Carmelite 
postulant named Clara (Genevieve 
Bujold). Miss Bujold, unfortunately, not 
only looks much older than Reeve but 
plays the role with the peremptory 
authority of Catherine of Siena issuing 
marching orders to the last Avignon 
pope. And though she does shuck off her 
clothes in one scene — while chattering 
about the validity of her vocation — the 
movie has no more erotic passion than it 
does religious or intellectual. 


In all fairness, however, two incidents 
— an I’ve Got a Secret rooftop exchange 
between the lovers against the backdrop 
of St. Peter’s and an incredible extended 
doubletake in the basilica itself in which 
Clara discovers Father Flaherty’s secret 
— rank with the funniest moments in any 
of Frank Perry’s films, rivalling, perhaps, 
even the immortal ‘‘Wire coathangers’’ 
and ‘‘Christina, get the ax’’ sequences of 
Mommie Dearest. 


Monsignor probably doesn’t mean to 
offend Catholic sensibilities. But then 
Hitler was probably sincere too. This 
supremely simple-minded movie is in fact 
grossly insulting. Its greatest offense is 
not irreverence as such but rather the 
uncritical regard that it seems to show for 
Church and Mafia alike. To someone 
from Mars seeing this movie, both 
organizations would come across as pretty 
much the same: conservative, male- 
dominated, disciplined, and _prizing 
honor and obedience above all else. 
Perhaps the only real difference is that the 
Church is more photogenic.

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, was that they offered 
all parties the opportunity to work within a constitutional 
framework instead of the usual political thuggery marked 
by the Sinn Fein openly campaigning on a ‘“‘bullets and 
ballots’’ platform. 


The one thing everyone agreees on here is that the 
economic and social difficulties facing Northern Ireland 
are enormous (Mr. Prior called them ‘‘appalling’’). It is 
60 years since the province was separated from the rest of 
Ireland — the price Dublin paid for Irish independence 
— creating, in effect, two Irelands. 


This problem of dual identity is the core of the problem 
today, one normally seen as a religious division between 
Catholic and Protestant. The truth of the matter is that 
one million Protestants in Northern Ireland, mostly of 
Scotch and English descent dating from the 17th century, 
say they’re British; the Catholic minority, half that 
number and the indigenous population, are Irish in 
culture and tradition and Roman Catholic in religion. 


BOTH SIDES, says Alliance Party leader Oliver 
Napier, practice ‘‘a politics of dominance, not 
accommodation. Both sides say to one another, ‘This is 
my country, get out.’ ’’ Napier, a Catholic elected to the 
Assembly from Protestant East Belfast-is critical of what 
he calls ‘‘tribal allegiances’’ on both sides. 


The Alliance Party is, in fact, the only political force in 
Northern Ireland which has bridged the gap between 
Protestant and Catholic, Unionist and Republican, 
Loyalist and Nationalist. It holds that Catholics must 
accept the fact that a Protestant majority wishes to remain 
British, but insists that the majority share real power with 
the Catholic minority. 


According to Mr. Napier, the secretary of state, Mr. 
Prior, was faced with two choices: 


“KEEP THE lid on and do nothing, with the 
communities growing wider apart and the paramilitaries 
manipulating emotions on both sides. He could have left 
Ireland with an untarnished reputation, but instead he 
took an enormous gamble, with the likelihood of failure 
greater than success. For a politician of his maturity, that 
is not a gamble he had to take.”’ 


Mr. Prior remains committed to the Assembly, which, 
he points out, has the full backing of Mrs. Thatcher and 
all, the major political parties at Westminster — this 
despite heavy criticism and skepticism, a renewal of 
terrorist activity on both sides, and a boycott, at least for 
the immediate future, by the SDLP; the Sinn Fein has 
refused to take its seats outright, and the Irish 
Independence Party refused even to stand for the 
elections. 


“‘We have a clear duty to the great majority of those 
elected recently who do want the Assembly to work,’’ Mr. 
Prior told Southern Cross. Although the Assembly will at 
first have no real authority, it will, he added, make 
‘“‘direct rule more responsive to the wishes of the 
Northern Ireland people by scrutinizing and commenting 
upon proposed legislation, and monitoring the work of 
government departments’’ through its working 
committees. 


JUST GETTING the parties to talk to each other ‘‘will 
be an accomplishment in its own right,’’ said Mr. Prior.

Pope now visiting Spain 


MADRID, Spain — Pope John Paul II, the first 
reigning pontiff to ever visit Spain, came to a country 
undergoing profound religious and political changes Oct. 
31 for a 10-day visit. 


The 62-year-old pope said that he had come to Spain 
“‘to confirm my brethren in the faith, so that the light of 
Christ might go on illuminating and inspiring each one’s 
existence.’’ 

While the pontiff’s visit, coinciding with the 
celebrations honoring the 400th anniversary of St. Teresa 
of Avila, is mainly spiritual and pastoral, the political 
implications are there, too: Spain has its first 
democratically elected Socialist government, prompting 
fears of a military coup. The Church there is facing 
pressures from a more industrialized society.

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process stagnate, compounding the ‘‘tremendous’’ 


domestic problems facing the province. 


What Mr. Prior hopes for is an eventual ‘‘devolution’’ 
of executive power back to the Assembly. But to do this, 
he has consistently maintained, there has to be a broad 
basis of ‘‘cross-community support,’’ represented by a 70 
per cent working majority. Both Catholic and Protestants 
have their doubts. 


The Sinn Fein vote, said Mr. Prior, has to be seen in its 
proper perspective. ‘‘Sinn Fein and what it stands for 
have been around for a long time and there is nothing new 
in the fact that it commands a certain core of support...it 
may well reflect an element of frustration, but I think it is 
also a reflection that there are a lot of young people 
without a job, and without prospects of getting one, who 
have voted for a Marxist party.”’ 


NOT ALL of the apparently pro-IRA vote was a vote 
in favor of the violence that has troubled Northern Ireland 
since the Catholic civil rights movement emerged 13 years 
ago, leaving thousands dead and injured on both sides as 
a result of shootings and bombings directed against 
security forces and civilians. The vote, said Mr. Prior, 
also reflects the ‘‘Nationalist objective’’ of the Provisional 
IRA. 


“‘One only has to listen to the comments of ordinary 
people who have been touched by violence and to the 
comments of politicians and Church leaders to realize that 
those who are active in or actively support terrorism are in 
a very tiny minority indeed.”’ 

ONE CHURCHMAN scathing in his denunciation of 
the IRA is the just-installed bishop of Down and Connor, 
Most Rev. Cathal Daly, whose diocese includes Belfast. 
Bishop Daly, who is not uncritical of Great Britain’s role 
in Irish history, had as one of his first duties last week the 
funeral Mass for Joseph Donegan, a Falls Road resident 
chosen at random by a Protestant paramilitary group and 
hacked to death with a hatchet in retaliation for an IRA 
kidnapping and execution of a part-time Ulster Defense 
Regiment reservist motorcycling to work in a textile mill. 


Bishop Daly, sensitive to the application of religious 
tags to political parties and paramilitary terrorists, 
expressed the fear that Irish-Americans would see the 
Sinn Fein vote as a signal to keep up their support for 
groups that funnel U.S. money into IRA channels under 
the guise of relief for the families of prisoners or dead 
husbands, sons and brothers. 


“In Northern Ireland, the support for the militant 
campaign of the IRA is very much a minority thing 
among the Nationalist population,”’ said Bishop Daly. ‘‘I 
say this in spite of the apparent success of the Sinn Fein 
candidates in the recent Assembly election,’’ he added. 


““THAT WAS a vote of protest, a vote of frustration, a 
vote of anger by people who see themselves being offered 
a real political alternative to the violence they nevertheless 
deplore and condemn, a people economically deprived 
and politically excluded from any share in government 
and treated as second-class citizens. In some kind of way 
they felt voting for Sinn Fein was a way of registering 
their anger, but this was not a positive vote of approval for 
the IRA.”’ 


The peculiar agony of Northern Ireland is that its two 
religious communities, polarized politically in the 
extreme, respond best to politicians who cater to those 
very differences, traditions both real and romanticized. 
Neither is willing to compromise, although give-and-take 
is the basis of normal and rational political process. 

To compromise is to betray either tradition; 
accordingly, movement toward the center, which would 
exert an element of stability, is virtually impossible on 
either side. Instead, observed one prominent politician, 
the communities may talk to each other, but neither 
listens. ‘““They hear what the other says but don’t believe 
he means it.”’ 


COMPOUNDING THE problem is what many 
observers here see as the ‘‘destabilizing’’ influence of the 
Irish prime minister in Dublin, Charles Haughey, who 
publicly called the elections a failure prior to Oct. 20 and 
possibly even engineered the SDLP’s abstention from the 
Assembly. But the signals to Northern Ireland’s Catholic 
community were clear enough. 


Ulster does in fact, many insiders here say, provide the 
Republic’s government in Dublin with a convenient 
safety valve for its own economic problems. ‘‘One 
Ireland’’ sounds fine in the south, as it does to the 
minority in the north, but it ignores the reality on both 
sides of the 1922 border between the two. 


Few realists would seriously argue that Dublin would 
take the province tomorrow if Britain handed it over. 
British spending in the province far exceeds local tax 
revenue, and much of it goes for unemployment and 
other social services and for economic development, a 
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N. Ireland: ‘Ballots and bullets’ was IRA’s platform 


huge burden Eire is hardly in a position to shoulder. 


DESPITE CATHOLIC dreams of.a united Ireland 
and the rallying cry of ‘‘Brits out,’’ here and abroad, 
Ulster is clearly, and will likely remain, at least for quite.a 
time to come, a political entity within the United 
Kingdom. The majority simply wants it that way, and it 
is unthinkable that Great Britain will simply abandon one 
million of its subjects to a fate which would inevitably lead 
to an all-out civil war compared to the present campaign 
of terror which, in spite of its power to sway emotions and 
attract the attention of the media, does not represent the 
true north of Ireland, where most people do manage to 
live their lives in relative normalcy. 


TO THE Catholic minority, the so-called ‘‘Irish 
dimension’”’ is something that cannot be ignored. And 
while the hard-core Unionist might view his Catholic 
neighbor as someone to be kept in his place, Mr. Prior has 
in fact insisted that this ‘‘Irish dimension’’ be recognized 
as a legitimate aspiration of the minority community and 
included in any overall settlement of Northern Ireland’s 
future. 


But in fact it is the Catholic community which, in its 
rightful search for a just and equitable place in Northern 
Ireland’s economy and society, seems to ignore that other 
fact of life there, the ‘‘Ulster dimension.”’ mA 

Simply stated, for every Catholic desiring inclusion or 
linkage with the Republic, there are two Protestants who 
clearly wish to retain their British identity within the 
United Kingdom. That is the crux of the problem, and 
resolving these seemingly irreconcilable national 
aspirations is the Gordian knot any government in 
Westminster must unravel. Otherwise the situation seems 
doomed to limp along as it has in the past, with the 
obvious results. 


THE LAST of the once-every-ten-year ‘‘border polls’’ 
in 1973 clearly established the British identity and 
aspirations of Ulster’s majority, and the one scheduled for 
next year will no doubt send Dublin and London the same 
message, although in actual numbers Catholics may well 
be less of a minority than either side cares to think about. 


And,. as more than one official here indicated, in the 
practical scheme of things Great Britain is no more likely 
to hand over a piece of itself to a foreign power than the 
United States would hand over Montana to Canada or 
Texas to Mexico. 


A united Ireland ‘“‘is an emotiqnal thing you grow up 
with, and it dies very hard,’’ said Father Anthony 
Mulvey, a parish priest from Strabane who has publicly 
defied the IRA. 


“MY FATHER was a Nationalist MP from Ulster. I 
remember growing up in an unbalanced society 
established to support Protestant privilege, and backed up 
by the British,’’ he said. 


But after 13 years of political paralysis and terrorism, 
he said, ‘‘An awful lot of people are so sick of the troubles 
that they couldn’t care if the border went or not. If you 
can lead a full Christian life it doesn’t matter what flag is 
flying over you.”’ 

Clearly, Northern Ireland’s Catholic and Protestants 
must solve their own problems if a just and lasting 
compromise between them is to be effected. And equally 
as clear, that is precisely something they neither want nor 
are capable of at the moment or in the forseeable future. 
There is simply too much hurt and distrust on both sides. 


THE NECESSARY first step is the Prior initiative for 
an Assembly at Stormont. But Mr. Prior will always be 


perceived as the outsider here, as will the Northern 
Ireland Office he runs. ; 


Said Londonderry’s Gregory Campbell, a Democratic 
Unionist Party city councilor, of Mr. Prior: ‘‘He’s just 
another in a long line of politicians sent over to do a job. 
It’s only his job. An Ulster man would give it his heart 
and soul, because this is where he comes from. He would 
have the good of the people at heart.”’ 


His Nationalist opposite, Joe McCrystal of the Irish 
Independence Party, which refused to stand for last 
month’s election and thereby must have contributed to 
the Sinn Fein vote, said it would be ‘‘impossible’’ for the 
Assembly to work. ‘‘All we did was give Prior credit for 
something he hasn’t done. All it will be is a war between 
the two Unionist parties to see who is stronger.’’ 

IT IS A sad fact of life here in Northern Ireland that 
given these two extremes, and with the exception of the 
Alliance Party, the only real path of reconciliation is 
offered by the ‘‘outsider,’’ Mr. Prior. 

For the present, however, the factions war with words 
and bullets. Lamented Father Mulvey: ‘‘There’s far 
more intransigence on the Protestant side, and far more 
violence on the Catholic side.’’
